THE HONGKONG I DOCTORS AND

The following lettera appear in the 
Times of Indta :~~ ‘ 

Sir,—In your issue of Wednosday, Au- 
gust 25, there is a short leader hosded 
‘Tho Muking of History,’ in; which the

‘The facts are that Surgeon-Capcain Bove- 
ridge réported on the 24th February on the 
moasures roquired to he taken in order te 
get ahead of the plague in Puona; and his 
report describes exactly that organization 
of search parties, fulluwed by disinfutting 
and hy time-washing parties, whic was hub- 
sequently introducul, und recommends the 
employment of ‘that very ngency, viz, 
volunteers, from British and other re- 
giments—which was soon after utilized by 
the Poona Plague Committee. ‘The division 
of the city into sections to be searched 
every few days was alsa indicated, and was 
also adopted, and his report is on the re- 
cords of the Plague Comuiittes ; and those 
records also show that it was on the receipt 
of this report, and not unlit the receipt of 
it, that My Rand took up the scheme which 
was actually set a-going on the morning of 
March 13th. The records of the Plaguo 
Committee and of the Collector contain no 
indication whatever of that. scheme ‘llaving 
been contemplated before Surgeon-Captain 
Beveridge sent in. his report.

I have observed 
with proportionate disappoiatment the ar- 
ticles which have appeared in your columns 
in depreciation of the servioas sundered to 
India by Doctors Lowson and Beveridge, 
Your grievance against theso  gentle- 
men appears to be thut they havo stolen 
credit which rightly bekimged to the local 
medical professivuh, ‘Lu me, on the other 
hand, it appears that without in any way 
detracting from the admiration which is so 
rightly due to the splendid work which 
was done by the Bombiy and Poona doc- 
tors, it is possible, as itis ulso right and 
just, to render to their confreres from 
Hongkong the gratitude and appreciation 
to which they are so unquestinnably en- 
titled.
